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Council reconsiders cable vote

At the April 6 meeting of the 
Santa Ana City Council, 
Councilman Dan Griset 
suggested that the members 
could start over again to decide 
who would be awarded the city’s 
highly sought-after cable 
franchise. 

Apparently that advice was 
taken at the meeting Monday, 
April 20, when the council 
reconsidered its vote. The 
council voted to re-evaluate the 
four companies--American 
Television of California (ATC), 
Colony Cablevision, California 
Cablesystems and Tele- 
prompter. 

When the first vote was taken, 
the franchise negotiations were 
handed to California Cable- 
systems. The council then broke 
for dinner and when they returned 
Robert Luxembourger, who had 


‘ voted for both of the companies, 


asked if he could change his vote 
as allowed by Robert’s Rules. He 
was permitted and California 
Cablesytems and Teleprompter 
were decalred tied. The council 
agreed they would evaluate both 
companies more extensively for 
the next 30 days and vote on a 
finalist May 4. 

Verlyn Jensen, attorney for 
ATC, objected to the voting by 
the council at the April 6 
meeting. He called the action 
“procedurally” unfair.

it up 
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afternoon’s voting was probably 
the most chaotic in the history of 
the council,” Jensen stated, and 
later added that both his 
company and Colony were 
denied “due process.” 

The new members, John 
Acosta and Patricia McGuigan, 
voted in favor of reopening the 
bids along with Mayor Gordon 
Bricken and Councilmen Griset 


and Robert Luxembourger. 
Griset had said at the earlier 
meeting, “They’re (the cable 
companies) under pressure. It’s 
a buyer’s market and we have an 
opportunity to do the _ right 
thing.” He asked that the council 
delay making a decision. 
Luxembourger echoed that 
sentiment at the April 20 
meeting, saying, “My main feeling 
is what’s our hurry . . . We’re 


talking about a 15-year project.” 


California Cablesystems and 
Teleprompter both expressed 
disappointment at the decision. 

Area Director of New Market 
Development Dick Waterman 
said, “We would have preferred 
they hadn’t (changed the vote). 
It’s now back to the four 


companies which lengthens the

Speech team coach to resign; 
could mark end for forensics

In 1974, the SAC Forensics team won the state and 
national tournaments. 

They won the state championship again in 1979. 

Frank Castro was selected the best speaker in the 
country last year during the national tournament in 
Kansas City. 

Despite the winning record of the speech team, 
when coach Ken Turknette resigns after this 
semester, the squad could be disbanded. 

“To maintain the high quality of speakers takes 
more hours than I can afford to give,” the speech 
coach explained. 

Turknette has been instructing and coaching 
forensics for 21 years, the last 10 here at SAC. 

“The students have changed,” he stated. “The 
longer I coach, the wider the generation gap becomes. 
I have to assume certain roles to be a coach and it’s 
becoming more difficult.” 

The administration is in the process of looking into 
the continuation of the program. 

Mary Lewis, coach of the Reader’s Theatre anda 
part-time speech instructor, could possibly succeed 
Turknette as coach. “I really don’t mind spending 
more time with the kids,” she asserted. “It just 
wouldn't be fair to me or the program if] am just going 
to work part-time.” 

“We’re having a hard time justifying hiring a new 
full-time instructor to replace him (Turknette),” 
remarked SAC President Bill Wenrich. 

The administration is also unsure of the budget for 
next year and is moving cautiously. 


Another part of the problem was voiced by 
Academic Vice President Richard Sneed. “We can’t 
do anything until a dean has been appointed to that 
department,” the Vice President said. The speech 
team comes under the auspices of the newly formed 
Fine Arts Department and according to Sneed the 
dean will not be selected until June. 

Lewis would be the most likely choice to be the new 
coach and she stated, “I know it takes up lots of time. 
My husband is a coach for Cerritos so the separations 
for all the tournaments have become a way of life.” 

Sneed would like to see Turknette stay. “I’m 
hanging on to a thread of hope that after the National 
Championships in Sacramento, the team does so well 
Ken will change his mind,” Sneed expounded. 


Turknette reiterated that he will not be returning 
after the Sacramento tournament. “I’m not going 
to do it anymore,” he stated. “The program is bigger 
than me. It should not rest with whether I do it or 
not.” 

Another alternative is for Forensics to eliminate 
traveling to speech tourneys and hold debates on 
campus only. 

The resigning coach was pleased with the 
outcome of the national tournament. The team 
place sixth overall in a field of 8 schools. The 
Reader’s Theatre under Lewis’ direction, placed 
fifth, winning a silver award and missing a gold by 
One point. 

The fate of the Forensics team will not be known 
until sometime this summer. Turknette concluded 
with, “While this may be the end of an era for 
Turknette, I hope it’s not the end for the team.”

explained. “They’ll be asking 
about the companies’ back- 
grounds and we invite and 
welcome the scrutiny.” 

While it is the City of Santa Ana 
who will negotiate with the 
company selected, Santa Ana 
College is very interested in the 
final outcome. 

‘ve been to every meeting 
where the cable has been talked 
about,” stated Media Services 
Director Jan Parks. “We want 
them to know SAC is a major torce 
in the area.” 

Parks’ reaction to Monday’s 
vote was, “It’s no problem for 
SAC. We have been taking to all 
of the companies and they each 
are aware of our needs.” 

The college would also like to be 
an integral part of the system by 
setting up a studio for students to 
produce programs and_ bring 
information into the homes to help 
educate those who cannot come 
to campus. 

“The biggest potential for this 
system is the dissemination of 
information,” Academics Vice 
President Richard Sneed 
explained. “It’s a tremendous 
opportunity for us to get out into 
the community.” He also pointed 
out that with a system like cable 
there may not be a need for a 
college campus in the future. “All 
you have to do is turn on your 
television set,” Sneed asserted. 

The remaining companies are in 
heated competition for the 
franchise and are offering as much 
as they can. “We’re going to give 
the city things that will be aloss for

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the company,” Pat Bresnan, 
marketing representative for 
Teleprompter, said. “That loss will 
be made up later when the 
technology of the system is 
improved and only a_ large 
company could sustain such a 
loss.” Teleprompter is the largest 
in the nation. 

“We're going to make sure we 
can come through on all our 
offers,” stated Langevin 

One area of contention is the 
interaction capability of the 
system. Teleprompter is working 
toward building a system that 
allows not only for the television. to 
communicate with the listener, but 
also allows the person at home to 
talk back to the set. California 
Cablesytems already has such a 
system. 

“It costs much less than 
anybody elses because we've 
developed the system ourselves so 
we don’t have to pay anyone else,” 
Langevin explained. 

Teleprompter has said that once 
it starts the interactive system it will 
be free, but California 
Cablesystems will have a charge 
for theirs. 

Colony and ATC are also 
offering facilities for the 
college’s use although 
Teleprompter’s and California 
Cablesystems’ appear to be the 
most extensive on paper. 

The four companies are locked 
in serious competition for Santa 
Ana and the city council is 
apparently taking its time to see 
which company 1s offering the best 
deal.

“The dreamworld of modern technology is one of the most beguiling 
men have ever created for themselves. . . It doesn’t work for the simple 
reason that such illusions contradict the very structure of our human 
nature.” 

Author Christopher Booker expresses this rather cynical view of 
progress in his recent book, The Seventies, the Decade that 
Changed the Future. 

After the successful return of the Columbia space shuttle on April 14, 
however, Booker would be hard-pressed to convince most Americans-- 
as well as nearly the rest of the world--that “modern technology doesn’t 


” 


Although there were some complications in the shuttle’s computer 
systems which postponed its lift-off for two days, the commuter journey 
has been described for the most part as virtually “flawless.” And, after 
nearly six years, the U.S. has once again blasted man into space. 

This time, though, NASA can feel especially proud of its ingenuity, for 
it has gone a step beyond the norm and devised a method whereby 
whatever went up, could also come down . . .and still in one piece. 

The implications of this historical accomplishment are indeed 
phenomenal: Because of the Columbia’s success, NASA has projected 
that, within the next dozen years, the U.S. will conduct approximately 
490 civilian and military flights with the use of only four shuttles. 

Clarke Covington, manager of the Johnson Space Center in Houston, 
Texas believes that, because of the Columbia’s triumph, it is possible the 
world of tomorrow may be one of space stations built with the use of the 
shuttle to transport supplies and building materials. 

Eventually, according to Covington, there might even be solar 
generating plants in space, manned with hundreds of construction 
workers. And these are just a couple possiblities he foresees. 

“There are men,” he believes, “who are going to think of things I'd 
never even dream of.” 

Former astronaut Gene Cernan agrees, but the foremost value of this 
kind of progress to him is the stimulation it will give the minds of 
America’s young to dream and use their intelligence and imagination, 

And as he stated the morning of the shuttle’s return, “You just can’t 
put a price tag on that.” 

Try to tell that to the advocates of the proposed budget cuts though as 
they attempt to hack a $604 million slice from the space program’s 
funding. 

Perhaps they too think that “modern technology doesn’t work?”

Various polls reveal discrepancies in how Americans feel toward our 
gun legislation. Kennedy claims that two-thirds are in favor of more laws 
for gun control. Decision Making Information Polls in 1978 released this 
data: 83 percent oppose handgun ban, 88 percent agree that registration 
will not keep guns from criminals, 57 percent feel that more gun laws 
would not reduce crime. 

All sides agree that over 55 million handguns and 185 million rifles exist 
in the U.S. (more than the entire population of U.S.)

But the 26-year-old reporter wasn’t the only 
person blushing. Questions started flowing as to 
why the story ran in the first place. Where were all 
the facts? Who were the unnamed sources? 

The editor responsible for the story making it to 
press, Bob Woodward, who won a Pulitzer for his 
investigation of Watergate, chose to trust the

Another war 


Your editorial “U.S. Can't 
Ignore El Salvador” March 27 is a 
fascinating distortion of reality. 
The guerrillas in El Salvador who 
are attempting to unseat the 
military government are not all 
“leftists” as your editorial states. 
They are a coalition of Social 
Democrats, Christian Democrats, 
doctors, businessmen and union 
leaders, as well as Marxist 
elements.

News reports 
show that the guerrillas are forced 
to use antiquated rifles, 
homemade grenades and guns 
purchased on the black market.

agree that the guerrillas are 
independent of outside political 
forces.

8,000 to 10,000 
people have been killed by 
government and _  government- 
supported troops over the many 
months. They were not killed 
during battle but taken from their 
homes and work places and 
murdered in cold blood. NONE 
OF THESE PEOPLE WERE 
GUERRILLAS. They were killed 
because they were assumed to be 
guerrillas or sympathizers. 

To see our government treat 
poverty, overpopulation and 
political injustice (the REAL 
causes of the revolution) with 
military solutions brinks on 
stupidity and insensitivity. It also 
raises some essential questions: 
Why is our foreign policy based on 
the shallow assumption that the 
only alternative to a communistic 
dictatorship is a right wing 
dictatorship?

Even when the police demanded the information 
after a two-week wild goose chase looking for an 8- 
year-old drug addict, the Post stood behind their 
reporter’s word, citing the First Amendment which 
guarantees freedom of the press. 

Such freedom could soon be limited because 
one women who chose to call herself a journalist, 
used the power of the pen to fool her readers . . . 
and those who gave her a job. 

The Washington Post had only to publicly 
apologize and Kope its readers will understand. 

The Pulitzer Board, who awarded Cooke’s 
fabrication over the jury’s original choice--a story 
written by Teresa Carpenter of the Village Voice 
about a mental patient on leave from an institution 
who killed his wife, had only to re-issue the prize to 
its deserving owner. 

But Janet Cooke, apparently a very talented 
writer to have written such a believable story that 
almost won the most honored journalistic award, 
can pack up her typewriter because no reader will 
ever believe her printed words again. 

But she may have one option open. The 
National Enquirer could probably use a writer 
like Miss Cooke.

Students swap lecture notes. Teachers trade 
thoughts. And practically per minute, the latest 
campus gossip is bartered. But it isn’t an everyday 
occurrence when two people switch jobs. 

Well. George Geyer, a SAC art instructor, and 
Tom McMillin an art teacher from Cal State 
Northridge, did just that in an experiemental teacher- 
exchange program the two schools are conducting 
this year. 

According to Roseann Cacciola, dean of 
Humanities, teacher-trading has been going on 
between four-year institutions for a number of years. 
and not only in the U.S., but in foreign countries as 
well. 

This is the first time to Cacciola’s knowledge, 
however, that such an exchange has occurred 
between a junior college and a university. 

So why start now? 

“Usually, if you dig hard enough, the reasons for 
these types of exchanges are personal,” Cacciola 
claimed, “and these men so much wanted to do this 
that they literally just changed places, including their 
studios, I understand.” 

But for what reason would two men with stable 
teaching positions in the field of their interest 
suddenly decide to switch? 

According to Geyer, he did it for the change. 

“I had been teaching at SAC for several years,” 
Geyer explained, “and I wanted to try something new. 

“Also, I’m a sculptor, and it’s not presently offered 
at SAC,” he gave as another explanation. “At 
Northridge, I’m teaching a senior-level sculpting class, 
and it’s really exciting for me.” 

McMillin is also pleased with the arrangement. 

“I grew up around the Newport Beach area, and I 


love it here!” he exuberantly exclaimed. “Teaching 
here allows me a lot of freedom to do my art since it is 
related to the sea.” 

The two men, who have been friends for a number 
of years, also share their ingenuity concerning their 
artwork. Surf Line Erosion, their latest ingenuity 
collaboration, is presently on display at the Newport 
Harbor Art Museum in Newport Beach, and it will 
remain there until May 3, 1981. 

“The interesting thing about this type of exchange,” 
Cacciola said of the teacher-switch, “is that if any 
problems arise, we have the option to discontinue it 
after one semester.” 

“T would characterize it as a positive exchange for 
the art department also,” dean of Fine Arts Marie 
Pooler agreed. “Tom’s been very helpful in telling 
students what’s required at a four-year school.” 


Perhaps the most important judges of the value of . 


the trade, however, are the art students themselves. 

Melanie Westcott, an art major who has 
experienced both Geyer’s and McMillin’s teaching 
methods, also feels the switcheroo has been 
beneficial. 

“Tom is very qualified,” Westcott praised, “and he 
also has a good rapport with the students. He’s 
introducing a lot of new and exciting ideas as well--like 
how to make our own clay.” 

Since this first-time reciprocity has obviously been 
such a success, will this kind of exchange be extended 
to other departments as well? 

According to Cacciola, if an instructor took the 
initiative and wanted to trade positions with an equally 
qualified person from another school, it would very 
likely be possible for him to do so. 


So, if the teacher looks a bit unfamiliar on Monday, 


perhaps he struck a bargain with the usual prof over 
the weekend.

Dons break out of slump

While the rest of the South 
Coast Conferences baseball 
teams were busily spending their 
Easter breaks tuning up for the 
resumption of league play, one 
squad took another route. 


Fullerton was in the state of 
Arizona for a tourney, but the 
Santa Ana College Dons were ina 
state of rest right here. The other 
SCC teams (including conference 


leader Orange Coast) were also 


keeping busy, but the one team 
that seemed to need the extra 
work, SAC, was idle. 

When the Dons resumed play 
Monday, they took the field 
against Mira Costa posting a .255 
average in a conference where 
every otnersquad is hitting over 
.300. The obvious thing to do 
would have been to schedule 
games during Easter, but coach 


“We’ve always done it this way 
(not playing during the break) and! 
didn’t see any reason for 
changing,” Reach commented. “I 
feel that it is important that the 
players get away from me for a 
week and it also gives me a break 
from them.” 


But maybe rest was the key. For 
when SAC took on the Spartans 
Monday, a 17-run, 13-hit attack 
powered Reach’s unit to a shutout 
win. Then, when league play began 
again Tuesday, 10 more safeties 
helped the Dons to a 7-4 victory 
over San Diego Mesa and a share 
of fourth place intheSCC. The top 
five teams will be eligible for post- 
season play. 


“We are still not a good hitting 
club,” Reach evaluated of his 
charges. “The hitting is better than 
it was, though, and now most of 
our regulars are hitting in the .250- 
.300 range.” 

Without a doubt, Santa Ana’s 
slugging has been less than the 
best this year after the 1980 edition 


of the Dons led the SCC in hitting 
with a .312 mark. One of the major 
disappointments has been 
outfielder Andy Newman who 
after a fine .317 campaign of a 
season ago, has yet to get 
untracked and is hitting below .200 
According to Reach, Newman is 
typical of his flychasers as awhole, 
a group, the mentor feels, has been 
a major contributor to SAC’s 
meager average. 

“Not one of the outfielders, 
with the possible exception of 
Darren Kelchner, have played to 
their potential,” Reach related. 
“And it has been both offensively 
and defensively. They have not 
produced on a consistent day-to- 
day basis.” 

Still, despite the problems, 
several bright spots have emerged. 
Scott Hood has stayed among the 
leaders in the conference batting 
title race, while Mike Rupp 
celebrated his return to league 
play by hitting his fourth home run 
of the year to get the Dons the win 
over Mesa.
